It Is 
well known that a slide show has a title at the beginning and an ending. The transcript such as "begin video clip" and "voice over" in 
Gibbon are text frames, which are media frames since media includes text, graphic, image, video, audio, etc. Gibbon discloses the 
combining of multimedia assets and a multimedia description file through a batch-processing program since the HTML presentation in 
Gibbon includes different files of descriptions and media that are executed together on a multimedia player of a computer. Gibbon 
discloses accessing of multimedia repository files from a shared storage of the web server since the TV program stored at the web server, 
which is a shared storage, can be accessed for rendering different views to users (col 3, lines 1-17). Gibbon discloses editing data for the 
multimedia file which includes transcription text and multimedia data (cols 7-10). Gibbon, thus, implies accessing of the single multimedia 
file for creation of a modified description multimedia file and multimedia file. 
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
